Paris, May 31. Affoon as the Count de Toulcufe 
had retir’d with his Squadron from Barcelona, the 
Enemy’s Fleer entred the Road, and landed 6000 
Men regular Troops : And 3000 Miquelets, brought 
by my Lord Peterborough from Valencia, drew near 
toourCamp. The King of Spain being at the fame 
time inform’d there was a general Rifing throughout 
the whole Province of Catalonia, and that the Re- 
bele had cppointed their general Rendezvous at Ba- 
dalona, was oblig’d to think of fecuring his own 
Peifon and Troops: Thereupon he gave Order for 
the ligkt Artillery, and Ammunition and Provifion 

aggons to march: He alfo caus’d the heavy pieces 
of Cannon that could not be carried off, to be nail’d, 
or burft, and the Magazines of Provifions to be 
burnt. The 12th of this Month the Army encamp’d 
at Montcada, and the 13th at la Roca; whence they 
continued their Retreat till the 17th, and encamp’d 
at Preati di Molino, without lofing a Soldier, tho’ 
they were follow'd all the Way by the Enemy. ‘Tis 
faid that Army confifts ftill of 14000 effective Men, 


that they left above 1500 of their Men fick or 


Wounded in the Hofpitals of the Camp before Barce- 
; and that my Lord Peterborough has caus'd 
aceat Care to be taken of them, having appointed 
Guards to hinder the Miquelets from exercifing their 
Cruckies. The King of Spain arriv’d ac Perpignan 
the 22d and is to return into Spain by Navarre. 
The Duke de Noailles, who had the leading of the 
Head of the Army from their decamping from be- 
fore Barcelona, perform’d that Duty with fo much 
Conduct, that the King has made him a Lieutenant 
General. ’Tis advis’d from Spain, that the Portu- 
gueze have chang’d their Defign of attacking Ciu- 
cad Rodrigo, thar they are march’d towards 
Alcantara, and that theic Army is much weaken'd 
by ficknefs, They have finith’d tifeit~Summer Cam- 
Paign, and are going intro Quarters till the great 

‘atsare over. They were once about to ruine the 
Bridge of Almaraz before they retir’d, but ‘tis ftill 
intire ; which is advantagious for the Communica- 
tion of the Troops. Thefe Advices rell us that the

of Walloon Guards of 120 Men: And the Miliia 
drawn together near Madrid, were to put them({elves 
on the march forthwith. As for the Srate of Affairs 
in the Kingdom of Valencia, the Count de las Lore 
res and the Troops of the Bifhops keep the City of 
Valencia block'd up, and alfo Denia by Land, chat 
no frefh Provifions may be convey’d into ii: And 
there are only thole 2 Places remaining to be reduc’d. 
The Speech made by the Queen of Spain to the Ma- 
giftrates of Madrid the firft of this Month, was 
as follows. 
I fent for you hither, and appear my felf, to tclh 
you what Diftrefs the Srate isin. I cannot con- 
ceal it from you, while the King is expofing his Life 
for your Defence. Heaven bleffes his Arms in Ca- 
talonia, and we hope that rebellious Province will 
fhortly be reduc’d. Affairs do not go fo well in E- 
ftramadura: The Portugueze advance: Wi!l you 
tamely fee fuch Enemies approach you, do you not 
think of exerting your utmoft Efforts to make them 
repent their Audacioufnefs? The Prefervation of the 
Monarchy is now the Point in Queftion : You ought, 
in this preffing Neceffiry, to thew your Loyalty and 
Zeal, by facrificing your all for the King, for Me, 
and for your Selves. Powerful and {peedy Succours 
are requifite. I am the firft Queen that appear’d in 
this Place on fuch an Occafion. When I give you 
fuch extraordinary Marks of Affection, I well de- 
ferve you fhould do fomething for me,and defend.

were difmifs'd the Service, will likewife be oblig'd 
to march ; and there is a) Talk of raifing the No- 
bleffe; for never was this Court in fo great Confter- 
nation and Perplexiry as now.
